If you went down a flight of 
stairs there was the celebrated Cafe 
Taboo where Juliette Greco sang and 
Orson Welles listened. Darryl F. Za- 
nuck would drop by much later. 
The discotheque was dark and 
they played records. It was a success. 
A few years later Wiskey a Go-Go was 
born in Paris and traveled to Rome, 
where it opened on Easter Eve. 
Countess Marina Cicogna was there 
with Jean Pierre Aumont. Also 
present were the Baroness Afdera 
Franchetti (later Mrs. Henry Fonda) 
and her fiance of the time; agent 
Henry Rodgers from Beverly Hills, 
U.S.A.; Prince ‘“‘Dado” Ruspoli with 
actress Mara Lane; American model 
Ivy Nicholson and Count Dino Pecci- 
Blunt; Sylvana Mangano, then a big 
glittering star; and Sophia Loren, 
then an unknown extra. It was an 
historic night tor two reasons. Le dis- 
cotheque had come to Rome, and I 
had broken my ankle earlier in the

eee nearly 30 years Addison 
Mizner’s Palm Beach town house has 
had the best luck a building can hope 
for. It has been owned, occupied, lov- 
ed, and let alone by two people steep- 
ed in the Mizner tradition — Mr. and 
Mrs. Mortimer Sachs. 

The Sachs, Mortimer and Rosa, 
own the entire complex of Mizner 
buildings at the western end of Worth 
Avenue which is. climaxed by the 
massive, five-story town house Miz- 
ner built tor himself. They think of 
themselves as guardians of a precious 
past which must be preserved for 
posterity, and they devote enormous 
energy, a good deal of time, and a 
great deal of money to seeing that it 
all remains as Mizner intended it to 
be. 

When some of the Villa Mizner’s 
original stained glass windows were 
smashed in the big storm of 1947, they 
‘were duplicated in Europe.

When plumbing in the town house 
required modernization, the Sachs 
lovingly preserved Mizner’s original 
fixtures and had pipes run up the out- 
side of the building rather than dam- 
age the walls. 

Painted cypress ceilings are gently 
vacuumed and waxed to retain as 
much as possible of their original col- 
or. 

Nothing basic is changed, and 
when something must be replaced — 
the hand-crafted root tiles, for exam- 
ple — the Sachs are quite prepared to 
wait 15 years, if necessary, so that 
they can be duplicated precisely. 

‘Tf Mizner’s work is destroyed it 
would be disastrous for Palm Beach,” 
says Mr. Sachs. ‘‘The town would 
lose its character and could become 
another Miami Beach, losing all its 
unique charm. 

“But if Mizner’s work can be 
made secure for the next 50 or 75 


years, it will become a national monu- 
ment.” 

He is making plans to see that 
this is what will happen. 

In the meantime, in addition to 
their guardianship of a vast complex

people walk by it every day through- 
out the season never dreaming it is 
there at all. 

Well, who expects a town house 
to have a ground floor filled with ele- 
gant shops? 

Nevertheless, there it is. A mas- 
sive square structure five stories high, 
joined by a first floor Venetian-style 
bridge to buildings across the Via 
that once housed Mizner’s architec- 
tural offices. 

The entrance is through an arched 
way off the Via Mizner, and it’s easy 
to miss. But once you find the door 
it’s open sesame. 

An elevator will take you to the 
fifth floor, where you will have the 
most intimate and open experience of 
Mizner’s creative genius. This was his 
private aerie at the top of the magic ; 
tower. He called it the Belvedere, no 
doubt enjoying the play of meanings 
within a single word. The vast room 
has windows on all four sides com- 
manding magnificent views, and the 
ceiling itself is true cypress. (In Ital- 
ian architecture, belevedere means a 
building with a fine prospect. In hor- 
ticulture the word is a synonym for 
mock cypress.) 

Like Mizner, the Sachs spend 
Ge most of their time in this breath- :

Anyone for Croquet? 


Ls 1864 ladies wore voluminous 
skirts while playing croquet, and if a 
gentleman kept his eyes peeled he 
might catch a glimpse of an ankle 
during the more frenzied moments of 
the game. 

Croquet clubs were formed in the 
United States before the turn of the 
century but the game was merely a 
gentle lawn pastime.

and England, has so many devotees 
in Palm Beach that the Colony Hotel 
has its own course, the scene of our 
accompanying photos. Mrs. Ogden 
Phipps has a private course at her 
Palm Beach home, and sometimes the 
tournaments alternate between the 
two. 

According to semi-reliable flying 
sources there are ‘‘crowkey’’ fields 
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Poolside at the Colony, croquet kibitzers wear 


skinny red knit dress from Burdine’s; 


laid out on New York rooftops, but 
we have no report on participants’ 
costumes. 

Designer Lilly, Mrs. Enrique 
Rousseau, created a uniform of sorts 
for the boys on the 1969 Palm Beach 
team. The fabric of the ‘“‘Men’s Stuff” 
pants, bright green and blue, was 
made also into hatbands worn on 
straw boaters. 

Although there is considerable jo- 
viality among the players (Archie 
Peck of Palm Beach has been used on 
the ground as a human tapemeasure), 
the game requires strategy, finesse, 
planning, and a computer mind. 

According to Aleck Woollcott, 
who is reputed to have kicked a part- 
ner for some fancied lapse or failure, 
‘“‘It is no game for the soft of sinew or 
gentle of spirit. The higher and dirtier 
croquet can use the guile of a cobra 
and the inhumanity of a boa. The 
physique of a stevedore is handy, too.” 
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We must bear in mind that the 
course on the island of Neshobe where 
Aleck and his tamous cronies played 
was carved out of virgin forest, and 
tar from level in this eccentric terrain. 

Apparently the pure Vermont air 
rang with strident argument and re- 
crimination. The story goes that Har- 
po Marx was found crying behind a 
tree because he had been ‘‘booted’”’ 
into the woods five times, and his 
“spirit was broken.” And the failure of 
a guest to show up for afternoon cro- 
quet was more than frowned upon. 

The Colony Hotel is the scene of 
what has become an annual tourney 
between the New York Croquet Club 
and the Palm Beach club. A few of 
the famous names among players and 
spectators are Herbert Bayard Swope 
Jr., Mr. and Mrs. Theodore Rouba- 
nis, Bedford Davie, Col. Leon Man- 
del, the Jack R. Osborns, Horace

Glamor Boy of Paris Designers. By Beatrice de Holguin 


The charm of this 
medieval-looking bridal 
gown by Ektor springs 
from its judicious 

cut, simplicity of design. 


At the autumn-winter showings 
in Paris, the great new name in cou- 
ture was Ektor, the brilliant and 
handsome young Brazilian who has 
entranced the world’s best-dressed 
women with his scintillating approach 
to tashion. His elegant salon is lo- 
cated on the Rue Cambon, just down 
from the famous American Bar ot 
The Ritz, and very convenient tor the 
fashionables who frequent this area. 
The salon is housed in a marvelous 
old building where customers glide up 
to the first tloor along stairs tramed 
with a delicately-wrought bannister, 
or take the tine, very Parisian pour- 
quatre-personnes antique elevator. 

Once inside Ektor’s salon, all is 
space age. The color scheme for the 
decor is a stark black and white, com- 
plemented by a huge zebra skin 
mounted on one wall. His models are 
long-necked, fragile exotics. 

Tropics, sunshine, and warmth 
are the key motifs of Ektor’s 1970 
collection, which he labeled his Sun 
In Winter showing. White is the pre- 
dominant color, because it spells sun- 
light and warm weather. 

The twenty-nine- year-old glamor 
boy was launched in Brazil, his native 
land. Society women discovered him 
when he was a mere nineteen. He 
started his apprenticeship at a coutu- 
rier’s in Rio de Janeiro, but five years 
later went to Paris, continued on to 
Rome, and then returned to Paris. 
After only one year in Rome _ he had 
his own salon, then opened in Paris. 

He had the enormous good 
fortune to appear on the scene pre- 
cisely when Balenciaga bowed out of 
Paris, and he took over most ot Ba- 
lenciaga’s specialists and staff, who 
were among the best available in the 
profession anywhere. 

His talent is marked by his taste 
for simplicity. But this apparent sim- 
plicity of line is adorned by a tabu- 
lous subtlety of cut. To this he adds 
the use of lavish fur or embroidery. 


His ettects have a colossal impact. 

The huge zebra pelt on his wall 
sets the style tor the use of zebra 
striping in fabrics, lacquered on jewel- 
ry, and used as skins. White and 
black, yellow and orange and green 
are the jungle colors Ektor prefers. 

For his suits, Ektor uses three 
ideas. He likes a two-color combina- 
tion with juxtapositions of apricot 
and white, yellow and green, or black 
and white. For his more severe suits 
he chooses striped tabrics complete 
with lace ruffles at the neck to soften 
their effects. Tweeds are treated with 
classic aplomb. 

His three-piece outtits are the talk 
ot the fashion world. He favors slacks 
for almost any time of the day and 
every occasion; these he tops with a 
blouse or jacket, and covers the whole 
with a maxi coat. Men who had be- 
come enchanted with the mini-skirted 
ladies on the world scene have Ektor 
to blame for offsetting this fashion. 
He did not manage it quite single- 
handed, but his influence was one of 
the major ones that launched the 
street-length coat. 

His great coats are lined with 
furs; panther pelts, unusual tints of 
mink, and zebra. Their lines are 
stark, but soften towards the back, 
where he often features soft pleats. 

Brazil trades with Red China, ex- 
changing cottee for raw silk, with the 
result that Ektor has had much expe- 
rience with working in silks since his 
earlier Brazilian career. He mixes the 
heavier silks with chiffons, cut-velvet, 
and organdy. 

For his afternoon dresses he 
chooses colors which either are in har- 
mony or contrast sharply.

These are the thoughts of Leopold 
Stokowski, a man for whom music 
and quiet are of utmost importance. 

Music is the fortress of his lite. 
Quiet may be the mortar that holds it 
together. 

Quiet to Stokowski does not nec- 
essarily mean solitude. He needs time 
for thought but he takes pleasure in 
people, especially young musicians. 

It was about people and their en- 
thusiasm for his music that he said, 
‘“‘T wish to be quiet.” 

Stokowski does not enjoy ap- 
plause during his concerts. He has 
said many times he teels applause has 
no place in a symphony concert. 

“After certain kinds of music, for 
example a Chorale-Prelude of Bach, 
applauding seems to be all out of 
place,’ Stokowski said. 

“After I have listened to great 
music, I wish to be quiet and to hold 
the mood that the music has created. 
Applause dissipates this mood almost 
immediately, and it is lost forever. 

“Yet this mood of elevation, 
which takes us far from this everyday 
world, is one of the greatest gifts mu- 
sic brings to men and women.” 

Elevated moods seem frequent 
when Stokowski is present. There is a 
majestic tranquility about him, an 
aura of wisdom that creates for the 
listener a vacuum shutting out the 
trivialities of surroundings. 

Stokowski can sit on a_ wildly- 
patterned sofa and manage to create 
the impression that he is one of the 
wise men of old reclining on a velvet 
cushion. 

Years may have mellowed his 
temperament but Stokowski is not al- 
ways a silent man, especially when his 
music and quiet are concerned. 

His temperament made itself 
known during a mid-winter concert at 
the Academy of Music in Philadel- 
phia. The season had produced many 
colds and the colds produced many 
coughs that persisted during the con- 
Celle 

Suddenly, Stokowski halted the 
musicians, whirled on the audience 
and declared: 

“We are trying to present the 
world’s greatest music for you. We 
cannot do it with this constant noise.”’ 

He may have won that battle but 
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he has never won his personal war on 
applause, that enthusiastic but brittle 
approval of his talents. 

He has won many personal plau- 
dits, honors, degrees and tributes. To 
balance out the scale, he has also suf- 
fered disappointments in his personal 
and professional life. 

He is thrice married and thrice di- 
vorced. His first wife was American 
pianist Olga Samaroff; the second, 
heiress Evangeline Brewster Johnson; 
the third, Gloria Vanderbilt. From 
these marriages there were five chil- 
dren. 

Stokowski is not prone to discuss 
his personal life. He is more apt to 
discuss his disappointments in life as 
they pertain to music. 

Stokowski’s music and need for 
quiet determine, to an extent, where 
he spends his time. For music, he 
must spend many arduous hours in 
New York. For quiet, he comes to 
Palm Beach. 

It was in Palm Beach, in the cool 
depths of a lake front mansion that 
Stokowski was waiting for this inter- 
view. It was more audience than in- 
terview, as no questions were needed. 
He talked slowly and elegantly of 
matters that he found interesting; of 
music, sunsets, jet planes, and his dis- 
appointments. , 

His eyes, a clear, almost royal 
blue, canvas the room as though each 
chair and lamp were a musician 
awaiting direction. His voice, making 
poetry of even the most mundane 
topic, plays the theme. His graceful, 
ever-moving hands are the counter- 
point. 

Despite the movement of hands 
and eyes, the overall picture is that of 
tranquility, of calmness assured by a 
special greatness granted to only the 
wise and ultimately talented. 

Stokowski, acclaimed as he is for 
his talents, admits professional disap- 
pointments. 

One he is most unhappy over is 
the American composer Charles Ed- 
ward Ives. Ives died at the age of 80 
in 1954, still relatively unknown and 
unappreciated. Stokowski is credited 
with bringing the works of Ives to the 
public and into the hearts of many. 

“I did it much too late,’ Stokow- 
ski says with a definite sadness in his 
voice. “It was only after his death 
that we recognized him.”

New. Fashions in Cookbooks 


White books ot fiction and poetry 
rise and tall in popularity, cookbooks 
go on forever. And tor the true cook- 
ing buff, the year’s new crop ot cook- 
books are as irresistible as is a choco- 


late eclair to a girlor alow-calorie diet. 


Recent years have seen a trend 
toward more cookbooks stressing the 
“elegant but easy”? approach. 

But the purist who preters the 
traditional — in the manner of Julia 
Child versus the Galloping Gourmet 
— need not succumb to such tempta- 
tions. For him there are beautiful 
books done in the grand style, featur- 
ing regional American dishes, gourmet 
menus, and the most delectable reci- 
pes trom every country on the globe. 


My personal tavorite is a hand- 
some volume by Italy’s leading food 
expert, Ada Boni, titled Jtalian Re- 
gional Cooking and divided into four- 
teen areas of Italy (Dutton). 

Raymond Oliver’s La Cuisine 
(Tudor Publishing), translated from 
the French and edited by Nika Stan- 
den Hazelton and Jack Van Bibber, is 
a gold mine of information on all 
phases of French cooking. Illustra- 
tions include step-by-step black-and- 
white pictures as well as formal dishes 
from haute cuisine done in color. 
Great as a gift, but only for those 
who are thoroughly versed in tunda- 
mental techniques. M. Oliver is a 
great chef and he assumes that his 
readers possess a basic knowledge of 
cooking. Lacking this, the reader 
might find many of the recipes diffi- 
cult to follow. 

Marcia Colman Morton follows 
her successtul The Art of Viennese 
Cooking with another collection of lus- 
cious recipes (definitely NOT for the 
dieter) in The Art of Viennese Pastry 
(Doubleday). Houghton Mifflin offers 
A Taste of Ireland by Theodora Fitz- 
gibbon, and A Taste of India by 
Mary S. Atwood. Miss Fitzgibbon’s 
recipes capture the unique flavor of 
Ireland, and George Morrison’s pho- 
tographs are delightful. Miss At- 
wood’s Indian dishes will appeal to all 
lovers of curry, chutney and kebabs. 

The handsome Time-Life series 
includes the titles The Cooking of the 
British Isles, Germany, China, Latin 
America, Portugal, Spain, and Japan. 
You are lured into the subject with

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Americana in the State

ae long-badgered former Secre- 
tary of State, Dean Rusk, said: 
‘‘When Bill Rogers showed up on the 
horizon I told him that I regarded 
him the way a G.I. in a foxhole looks 
upon his replacement ... with real af- 
tection!” 

The comment was made during 
an exchange of words of welcome be- 
tween Dean Rusk and Secretary of 
State William P. Rogers at a party 
hosted by the latter for donors and 
lenders to the State Department’s 
magnificent diplomatic reception 
rooms. 

For almost 200 years a parsimoni- 
ous Uncle Sam failed to supply our 
Secretaries of State with facilities for 
official entertaining of American and 
foreign dignitaries visiting Washing- 
ton. 

Only when the new, modern, and 
somewhat glassy State Department 
Building was opened for business in 
1961 were diplomatic receiving rooms 
provided for the Secretary of State. 
However, their decor was garish, 
modern, utilitarian, and entirely inap- 
propriate. Clement E. Conger, Depu- 
ty Chief of Protocol, tells of the time 
that Mrs. Christian Herter, wife of 
the then Secretary of State, burst into 
tears upon first viewing the ugliness 
ot the decor. 

It was then that Mr. Conger, a 
Virginia-born expert on American art, 
decided that the modern decor had to 
go. Since Congress refused to give 
funds to provide a suitable decor, he 
realized the only way to appropriately 
refurbish the rooms was by private 
donations and voluntary contribu- 
tions. 

He offered at this time to create a 
special committee for the purpose, 
and it was soon after that the Special 
Fine Arts Commission (of which he 
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became chairman) was formed. The 
membership of the commission is 
composed of 48 leading museum and 
art gallery directors and well known 
collectors. They include such person- 
alities as Mrs. Lamott du Pont Cope- 
land, the Hon. John Walker, Mrs. Jo- 
seph Carson, Mr. James Biddle, Mr. 
Barry Tracy, Mr. H. Richard Diet- 
rich Jr., and Mr. J. Bruce Bredin. 
The entire redecorating project was 
accomplished with the advice of this 
commission. 

Mr. Conger also counseled with 
Edward V. Jones of Albany, Ga., the 
architect who worked on the Ameri- 
can Wing of the Metropolitan Muse- 
um of Art in New York. Mr. Jones 
thereupon donated his services. 

Mr. Conger has himself worked 
indefatigably to acquire appropriate 
antiques, art, and decorative items for 
the project through gifts and loans. 
He sent literally thousands of letters 
asking for tax deductible donations 
for the redecoration of the rooms. 
Congressman Peter Frelinghuysen of 
New York made the initial gift of 
$11,000 to start the architectural 
fund. Since then ‘“‘Clem”’ and the 
commission have cajoled and persuad- 
ed American collectors, heirs, and 
public spirited individuals to give or 
lend museum pieces to the Depart- 
ment of State. 

At the aforementioned party at 
which Mr. Rusk and Mr. Rogers 
spoke, the Secretary of State was 
honoring donors and lenders among 
whom are the Paul Mellons, Ambas- 
sador and Mrs. Walter Annenberg, 
the Hon. C. Douglas Dillon, Mrs. 
Marjorie Merriweather Post, Mrs. 
Harold Jetferson Coolidge, Mrs. Ove- 
ta Culp Hobby, Mrs. Mildred Custin, 
Mr. Benjamin Ginsburg, the J. Wil-

Chairman Conger, who stood in 
the receiving line with Secretary Rog- 
ers, has been praised by former presi- 
dents and secretaries of state alike for 
the artistic improvement of the recep- 
tion rooms and the acquisition of over 
$4,000,000 worth of antiques as gifts 
or loans for what he calls ‘“‘the na- 
tion’s drawing rooms.”’ 

Washingtonians refer to the five 

now handsome diplomatic reception 
rooms as a phenomenon, remembering 
their transformation from tasteless- 
ness to gracious, historically authentic 
American traditionalism. They are 
named after men who were at one 
time Secretaries of State, and later 
Presidents: John Quincy Adams, 
Thomas Jefferson, Benjamin Frank- 
lin, James Madison, and James Mon- 
roe. 
- The chairman and his commission 
chose to use only significant American 
furniture of the period from 1720 to 
1840 for the refurbishing because it 
was during those years that some of 
the finest American Queen Anne, 
Chippendale, and Federal pieces were 
made in this country. 

It is in these rooms that foreign 
visitors often receive a lasting impres- 
sion of American cultural life, accord-

The John Quincy Adams, Thomas 
Jefferson, and Benjamin Franklin 
Rooms are illuminated by the magnif- 
icent set of ten crystal and gilt chan- 
deliers made in France especially to 
the order of the former Under Secre- 
tary of State and Mrs. C. Douglas 
Dillon. These were the first major gift 
to the State Department. 

Among the superior 18th Century 
and early 19th Century antiques is 
the English Sheraton desk on which 
the final Treaty of Paris, guarantee- 
ing American independence, was 
signed in 1783. Other exceptional 
treasures are a bas-relief of James 
Madison by Giuseppi Ceracchi mod- 
eled in 1794 and called the sixth most 
important piece of art in the United 
States. In addition, there is perhaps 
the most extensive group of American 
Chippendale furniture to be found 
anywhere. This includes a rare Chip- 
pendale Bombe chest of drawers, 
which Mr. Conger bought at auction 
with contributed funds for the sum of 
$55,000. Three fine rugs in the John 


Quincy Adams Room, each about 100 i 


years old and hand woven in Iran, 
were pronounced fine specimens of 
native art by His Majesty the Shah. 
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A Chippendale highboy valued at 
$40,000 was among the twenty-two 
pieces loaned to the State Depart- 
ment by Mrs. Liz Whitney Tippett, 
owner of horse breeding farms in Vir- 
ginia, Florida and Ireland. However, 
last October Mrs. Tippett decided to 
take back several of her antiques and 
put them up for auction at Parke 
Bernet in New York. She said, ‘‘I 
would rather own a stallion than 
something that isn’t doing me any 
good!” The price hoped for was not 
forthcoming, so the antiques have 
since been re-loaned to the State De- 
partment. 

In large part due to Mr. Conger, 
this diplomatic reception area now 
provides a rich and appropriately re- 
fined setting for official entertaining 
not only by the Secretary of State, 
but from time to time by the Presi- 
dent, the Vice President, the Chief 
Justice, the Speaker of the House, 
and members of the Cabinet. 

Incidentally, the public is allowed 
to view the reception suite on week 
days (upon request) when it is not be- 
ing used for official functions. Last 
year a total of 125,000 visitors were 
received there. 0

then another, and you will find that 
the two center floors are for sleeping. 
Each has two bedrooms and two 
baths, perfectly appointed yet com- 
tortably old-world. 

The formal brilliance waits below. 
Just one floor above street level Miz- 
ner built a grand drawing room of ex- 
traordinary elegance. The room is 
square, 40-feet by 40-feet and has a 
20-foot ceiling. Four triple windows, 
two on the north and two on the 
south, are made of stained glass rec- 
tangles in pale yellow, mauve, pink, 
and green. The center panel in each 
has a signed portrait of a medieval 
scholar-monk in bright stained glass 
colors. 

Here, as in the Belvedere, the cy- 
press ceiling is cross-beamed, and the 
Sachs have added a magnificent Dore 
bronze and crystal chandelier. It is 
about eight-feet high by 5-feet wide, 
and some of its variegated crystal 
drops are larger than a man’s hand. 
The ceiling beams themselves are 
elaborately and intricately decorated 
in muted patterns of white, red, and 
blueish greens.

There is a splendid fireplace, vast 
as befitting the proportions of the 
room, and it is surmounted by a tall, 
gilded, crown-like cage enclosing fig- 
ures of the Madonna and Child. 

For about ten years the Sachs 
lived with Mizner’s original furnish- 
ing. They were Spanish and heavy 
and not the most comfortable things 
to cope with daily. Now the room has 
sittable chairs and sofas along with a 
few of Mizner’s possessions. Probably 
the most interesting of these, to a 
Mizner fancier, is the small architect’s 
table which now holds a copy of The 
Florida Architecture of Addison Mizner 
opened to a photograph of this room 
as it was in the beginning. Only the 
purest purist would want to swap 
those massive pieces for the relaxation 
of Rosa Sachs’ decor. She chose easy 
pieces in soft tones of beige and char- 
treuse, with quiet accents of orange, 
and though they make the room no 
less overwhelming they do provide 
creature comfort. 

In addition to the drawing room, 
this tloor contains a perfectly beauti- 
ful dining room, a large kitchen, an 
entrance foyer, and a meandering ter- 
race which you can reach either from 
the toyer or from the drawing room. 
Either way, it is like walking into a 
garden. Tropical trees live in terra 
cotta pots the Sachs brought back 
from Europe, and there is one large 
piece trom the Borghese gardens. A 
splashing fountain is surrounded by 
greenery, and there’s a grand bullfrog 
beneath. There are garden figures and

a charming conceit of Mizner’s — a 
circular stairway going nowhere. 
Purple bougainvillea walks up a 
wall, and part of the terrace is cano- 
pied tor entertaining just outside the 
formal dining room, which has the fa- 
mous carvings Mizner acquired from 
Alfonso XIII of Spain. Mizner built 
the entire dining room around these 
15th century carved wooden panels, 
then topped it otf with a mansard 
ceiling and a noble fireplace. 
Throughout his tower — the 
rooms, the stairways, the terrace — 
Mizner used ‘‘Cuban”’ tiles for his 
tloors. Whether they were actually

As the 70’s dress shapes up (is 
yours ready to match?) we see under- 
shirt dresses, tank dresses and tennis 
dress looks. Smocking, faggoting and 
puckering moves into the bodice. 

Although the ‘‘pill” has cut into 
the baby boom, it lives in ctothes.

Stokowski agreed that perhaps his 
discovery of Ives was too late for the 
composer himself to enjoy fame and 
recognition but not too late for the 
masses of music-hungry people who 
have found much to enjoy in Ives’ 
works. 

‘‘T would have liked to have met 
him, to have discussed with him the 
passages of his works that are diffi- 
cult for us. 

‘He would compose one day and 
then return to the work and rewrite it 
two or three times, sometimes more 
often. This happened, for example, in 
his fourth symphony. We have prob- 
lems with that. I would like to be 
able to discuss with him these prob- 
lems and find out exactly what he 
wanted to say. I was too late,” says 
Stokowski. 

A part of Stokowski’s musical 
world that is not a disappointment is 
his youth orchestra. He founded the 
first in 1940. All the players were be- 
tween 15 and 25. 

‘“‘T started this because there were 
so many greatly talented men and 
women who couldn’t find an outlet 


for their talents. These young people 1 
are full of the wonder of music and 
are the masters of their instruments. 


They have such talent and enthusi- | 
asm that they often play with more |} 


feeling than do the older players.” 

Another of Stokowski’s achieve- 
ments, he feels, is bringing Wagner 
into public appreciation.

‘‘People used to feel Wagner was 
only very noisy, but after our con- 
certs they realized this man was truly 
extraordinary. The public response to 
Wagner was enormous, and they have 
demanded another concert. Perhaps 
next year we will do another,’ he 
says. 

Stokowski is silent for long min- 
utes after his discussion of Wagner. 
His thoughts apparently go back to 
Ives, because he returns to that idea. 
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“TI was just too late.” 

When asked if he feels there 
inight be another Ives struggling for 
recognition in this country, he pauses, 
wrinkling his brow slightly. 

“Tt is quite possible that there is 
a young man or woman not being rec- 
ognized. We are trying not to let this 
happen. We may succeed or we may 
not,’ he muses. 

“It is very difficult to see the pos- 
sibility in the soul of a person. You 
see, it is not merely the mind, there is 
something else deeper. There is no 
good word for it. When it is present, 
you see it. When it is absent 
Ives had it.” 

Stokowski should be most able to 
recognize it. It is a quality he also 
possasses. 

Long periods of quiet for Stokow- 
‘ki in Palm Beach are over for the 
present. He returned to New York to 
hegin arduous rehearsals and to com- 
pile selections from Rimsky-Korsa- 
kov’s Coq d’Or in a suite. 

“We have much to do and must 
spend many hours for many days get- 
ting prepared,” he said at the close of

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BILL BLASS TALKS ABOUT PALM BEACH

There are minis and midis and pants 
with dresses and a lot of things that 
have the sweater-and-skirt long-line 
look of the Thirties. Everything looks 
wearable 

Wonder of wonders, Bill Blass is 
on the premises. It is a gray day, cold 
as only New York can be in January, 
but he strides in, all tan, healthy, 
country-looking, cheery as an oak and 
pinecone fire in the hearth. He is 
wearing a long midi-coat of brown 
poplin lined with red flannel over a 
predominantly brown and white plaid 
suit, the Prince of Wales plaid (and 
very pow it is too) plus a Paisley 
handkerchief stuffed in his coat pock- 
et; a shirt of beige, gray and white 
checks; a brown tie, and brown leath- 
er boots. His eyes are a twinkling 
Eton blue. 


We greet and compliment each 
other on our appearance and work (in 
my case a book I wrote that he 
liked), then off we go to his office. 
The Inner Sanctum. The Private 
Sanctuary. On one wall there is a daz- 
zling abstract painting which Bill ex- 
plains was given to him by the artist, 


Alexander Liberman, who is also the 
Editorial Director of Vogue. There’s a 
model’s dais backed by a mirror, a 
sofa backed by a bookcase, and a 
great array of assorted bolts of mate- 
rial on shelves beneath more book- 
shelves topped with a space-saving ar- 
rangement, three-deep, of fashion 
awards — statuettes, cups, plaques, 
tramed citations — a functionally 
large white-topped desk in back of 
which there is a cork bulletin board 
covered with press notices, cables, in- 
vitations, and some pieces of wooden 
and ivory netsuke scattered over 
these like quilting buttons. (‘‘They 
were used as buttons and bobs for 
smoking pouches. I’ve got a really 
good collection of them at home. Very 
E. Phillips Oppenheim and Fu Man- 
elites) 

Two models, a male assistant and 
Cindy are on hand coping with tele- 
phones, mail, and last-minute instruc- 
tions as BB is hustling me back into 
my coat. (‘“‘We’ll go to the apartment. 
We've got to get out of here. You idi- 
ot, why do you think I’m wearing my 
boots?’’) We jog from the lush pas- 
turelands of clothes that project all 
fantasies and dreams known to wom-

an, across the wall-to-wall carpeting, 
into the elevator, into the grimy 
snow, into a taxi, and ride all the way 
east across town to his apartment. 

Shedding snow and Seventh Ave- 
nue, we settle into the sumptuous 
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comfort of his living room. His apart- 
ment is as elegant a melange as his 
clothes collections. The pattern and 
texture of pictures, furniture and ob- 
jets is as romantic as his designs, but 
in another guise. The Moroccan rugs 
another expression of djellabas and 
caftans; a Chinese screen and a mar- 
velous almost-life-sized sculpture of a 
Korean tiger given a place of honor 
by the long windows opening out on 
the terrace, and his collection of net- 
suke another extension of the Oriental 
opulence of many of his evening 
things;- his use of ostrich feathers as 
trimming interpreted in various other 
avatars in his apartment in pictures 
of owls and particularly in a brilliant 
primitive abstract of 18th century 
Brazilian origin made of parrot feath- 
ers; his fondness for silver, tortoise- 
shell and bone accessories taking the 
form here of collections of silver and 
tortoise-shell boxes and cups. 

Having agreed that we both en- 
joyed the comfort of beautifully clut- 
tered rooms and comfortably unclut- 
tered clothes, we talked for a while 
about clothes as an expression of 
one’s own self-image, about the need 
for individual personal expression in 


clothes, and then finally arrowed in 
on target:Palm Beach. And this is 
what Bill Blass has to say. 

‘“‘T think the cycle in fashion has 
come back to Palm Beach, particular- 
ly the way people dressed in Palm ~ 
Beach in the Thirties. Palm Beach 
has never been credited with what 
properly should be called the Palm 
Beach Look, a look reflecting a way 
of life that has always been true in 
Palm Beach. It consists of two ftac- 
tors. The first is that there is a con- 
sistent relationship in the way both 
men and women dress during the day 
and at night. They have always com- 
plemented each other, and that’s the 
way it should be. 

Complementing each other is the 
opposite of that depressing unisex 
look. Fashion is simply a matter of 
balance. During the day, especially 
outdoors in the sun, gals should dress 
conservatively and naturally. I’m all 
for the clean, scrubbed, healthy look 
even though the models tell me it 
takes them an hour longer to put on 
the make-up to achieve this look. 
People who live outdoors a good deal 
just naturally have this look, though. 
During the day, men look fine in 
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bright colors, and the gals should be 
ppy. to see them indulge in whatev- 
er colors and patterns are becoming. 
There are a lot of attractive fellas on 
the scene who always look well, Peter 
Pulitzer and Bob Leidy, for example. 
‘‘In Palm Beach, I like white. The 
temperature is right for white flannel 
and blazers which have always been 
standard apparel for men and are now 
beginning to emerge as standard ap- 
parel for the gals too, another look of 
the Thirties that I like immensely. 
‘I’m making blazers in crepe as 
well as wool. Crepe in white and in all 
pastels is a basic Palm Beach look, 
and always has been. It’s ladylike and 
seductive at the same time, glamorous 
in the old-fashioned sense of the 
word. It’s not an accident that any- 
one cast as rich, social, glamorous in 
the movies of the Thirties came on 
wearing a crepe dress or crepe paja- 
mas. It’s the best resort material tor 
anything you want to have look cool 
and clinging at the same time. 
‘“‘Chiffon is not my bag. It used to 
be a sort of social rule that you never 
wore chiffon at sea or at any beach 
resort, for good reason: It blows about 
wildly and goes limp and looks be- 


draggled. Chiffon was never worn 
much in Palm Beach. Cotton was, 
tlannel was, linen was, crepe always 
was, and dressing has come back to 
this again, I feel. 

‘While we’re still on the subject 
of white, I like the look of white linen 
suits for men, Panama hats on men 
and women, and the sugar planter 
look for men. These are all basic 
Palm Beach looks of the Thirties that 
deserve to be revivified. The Thirties 
is an era, an epoch that influenced me 
more than any other. Maybe it was 
because when I grew up in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana, there was a lady 
down the street called Jane Peters 
who had a great personal style. Later, 
she became known as Carole Lom- 
bard. She had wit and quality, always 
looked feminine and attractive. 

‘Speaking of personal style, Dysie 
Davie and Louise Savitt have an ex- 
ceptional sense of their own look, 
which isn’t one look, but a variety of 
looks, a way of dressing that also has 
been a going thing in Palm Beach. 

“Tf you’re still with me, and to 
sum up, the Palm Beach look by day 
is sportif, a natural outdoorsy look. 
Men are not restricted or restrained

in their use of color, the only fiats be- 
ing good taste and preference. In or- 
der not to clash or compete, women’s 


dress should balance that.of-men. The. 


things that emerged in the Thirties as 
basics for the gals — blazers, pleats, 
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little berets or big hats, lots of whites 
and navy blues — are absolutely val- 
id today. Sports clothes — sweaters, 
skirts, pants, blazers — of one epoch 
have a way of becoming the day 
clothes of another, then evening wear. 
Tennis dresses, for example. 

“The genuine sporty look — ten- 
nis, golf, riding, sailing — is one that 
developed in its best sense in Palm 
Beach. It was essentially simple and 
conservative in cut, and personal ex- 
pression took the torm of color and 
prints. Flower prints, by the way, 
look best where there are flowers. 
During the Depression, Palm Beach 
was one of the few places where you 
could see this look. The movies of the 
Thirties did a lot to popularize it as a 
rich and social look, a status look, a 
leisure and pleasure look to which 
fashion is now swinging back. 

“The most important thing about 
the Palm Beach look, though, is that 
entertaining is done at home. 
Throughout the world the people who 
set the example, the really top people, 
entertain at home, and this has al- 
ways been true in Palm Beach. This 
is a marvelous excuse for the gals to 
dress up and wear glamorous, myste- 


rious, tantasy costumes. The sky is 
the limit. I particularly like the look 
of the movie star pajamas of the 
Thirties. In other resorts, the empha- 
sis has been on non-dressing at night. 
The reverse is true tor Palm Beach. 
I’m so fond of blazers this year that 
I’ve done one in navy paillettes. 

‘‘Men should be conservative at 
night to complement the gal’s dress. 
Jewelry, ruffles and costumes belong 
to women, not men. White dinner 
jackets are awful. If men want to 
vary their look, they can do it with 
offbeat pants. I like the dark plaids, 
Paisleys and checks. Lilly Pulitzer 
does great bright ones, though. The 
dinner jacket with offbeat pants is an 
attractive look, and it originated in 
Palm Beach. Men in Palm Beach 
were also the first ones to wear just 
moccasins without socks with dinner 
clothes. If you’re brown, this looks at- 
tractive and easy and certainly it is 
comfortable. Again, this is a matter of 
individuality, and individuality of 
dress is returning. There are always 
fads which aren’t to be contused with 
true fashion. The great thing about 
Palm Beach is that it is a fashion cen- 
ter, not a tad center.’ O

Tribute is paid to the infinite variety 
ot cheeses around the world and the 
fascinating uses of this great food. 

For those who treasure things 
Victorian, there is the fascinating 
Beeton’s Book of Household Manage- 
ment, published in England in 1861 
and recently issued in a facsimile edi- 
tion by Farrar, Strauss and Giroux. 
Here is recreated an age long gone 
but remembered with nostalgia.

With a confidence and certainty 
that can only amaze us today, Beet- 
on’s prescribes the proper wages for 
upstairs maid, dairymaid and foot- 
man, then goes on to outline the 
proper entertainment of close friends 
during morning calls, and the recipes 
required in the Victorian household. 
The size of this big, fat book comes as 
no surprise when one notes the vari- 
ety of food required when madame 
was entertaining. For example, a din- 
ner for ten included lobster cutlets, 
chicken patties, roast fillets of veal, 
boiled leg of lamb, ham garnished 
with broccoli, and ducklings. The 
book is a ‘‘must”’ for serious cookbook 
collectors. 

For the dieters, there is The Spe- 
cial Diet Cook Book by Marvin Small 
(Hawthorn); The Brand-Name Calorie 
Counter by Corinne Netzer (paper- 
back, Dell); The Doctor’s Quick 
Weight Loss Diet by Irwin Maxwell 
Stillman and Samm Sinclair Baker 
(paperback, Dell). Miss Netzer’s book 
lists commercial food products in a 
calorie counter. Very useful. 

Men will approve Dorothy Ivens’ 
book, Glorious Stew (Harper and 
Row), with notes on wine by her hus-

band, William Massee (author of a 
wine guide book). Happily, the stews 
stress easy-to-obtain ingredients, and 
well-chosen menus are included. 

New and quirky is Alice Brock’s 
Alice’s Restaurant Cookbook (Random 
House), written as the author states 
in language that is ‘“‘pretty folksy at 
times’’ and addressed to beginning 
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cooks rather than gourmets. (Yes, 
this is the Alice’s Restaurant immor- 
talized in Arlo Guthrie’s song and a 
recent movie.) 

If your taste runs toward hashish 
- cookies, ask the man for The Alice B. 

Toklas Cook Book, written by the 
friend of Gertrude Stein. Not an easy 
book, very French, very ditficult at 
times, but interesting. It tells of the 
famous folk who enjoyed Miss To- 
klas’ dishes during the gay times of 
the expatriate writers in Paris, circa 
1920. It has been published now in 
paperback by Doubleday, and by 
Harper and Row in hardback. 

When cooking questions arise, the 
book that gives the answers is Funk 
and Wagnall’s Cook’s and Diner’s Dic- 
tionary. Published last year but useful 
forever, the book uses words and 
phrases in alphabetical order and an- 
swers such questions as ‘‘What is the 
ditference between a tricadelle, frican- 
deau, and fricassee?’’ Or ‘‘What are 
mysost and gjetost; where did they 
come trom; how do you pronounce 
them?” 

In addition to the cookbooks by 
talented individuals, recent years 
have seen increasing numbers of food 


organizations originating and publish- 
ing recipe collections which (not sur- 
prisingly) feature their foods. Nomi- 
nated for the most beautiful book of 
this kind for 1969 is Great Restaurants 
Cookbook, U.S.A., edited by Stepha- 
nie Stefanssen, available from Camp- 
bell’s Soup and distributed by Grosset 
and Dunlap, Inc. 

The book capitalizes on a wide- 
spread habit among many chets — 
the use of prepared soups instead of 
time-consuming stockpot broths. Lis- 
ting 280 recipes from 72 famous res- 
taurants in 41 states, the book ofters 
adaptations of the specialites de la 
maison created by the leading chef of 
each restaurant. 

Chet Paul Blange of Brennan’s in 
New Orleans supplied Tournedos 
Royale (Fillets of Beef with Stuffed 
Artichoke Bottoms). Chef Raymond 
D. Schwartz of Detroit’s Pontchar- 
train Wine Cellars supplied Bouilla- 
baisse Marseillaise.

Use it as a vegeta- 
ble alongside meat or fish, or substi- 
tute the pilaf for salad, because it has 
a zesty, tart taste that permits wide 
versatility. 

These are typical recipes trom 
some of the cookbooks mentioned. 
You are invited to explore the cook- 
book shelf and discover your own fa- 
vorite volumes. But beware and be 
warned, it is a hobby that is guaran- 
teed to be habit-forming! 

STRIPED BASS MA FACON 
(from The Greenbrier’s chet, Herman 
G. Rusch) 

6 to 7 lb. sea bass, tilletedssat 
pepper; 42 cup melted butter; 1 table- 
spoon minced onion; 2 tablespoons 
lemon juice; 2 cups Chablis wine; 1 
10-0z. can frozen condensed oyster 
stew, thawed; 1 10%-o0z. can con- 
densed cream of asparagus soup. 

Cut each of the bass fillets into 
three pieces and sprinkle with salt 
and pepper. Place fish pieces in a 
shallow pan in a single layer. Add 
butter, onion, lemon juice, wine, and 
liquid drained from oyster stew. (Re- 
serve oysters.) Bake in pre-heated 400 
deg. F. oven 20 minutes or until fish 
tlakes. Remove fish carefully and 
place on a platter to keep warm. 
Transfer liquid in baking dish to a 
saucepan and boil until liquid is re- 
duced to one-third of its original vol- 
ume. Add asparagus soup and contin- 
ue simmering until sauce is thick. 
Add oysters and reheat slightly. 
Spoon sauce over tish. Garnish with 
parsley. Makes 6 servings.

2 lbs. stewing beet; 2 tablespoons 
butter; 1 cup red dinner wine; 1 cup 
water; 1 tablespoon Beau Monde Sea- 
soning; % teaspoon thyme, crushed; 
4 teaspoon rosemary, crushed; 14 tea- 
spoon garlic powder; 1 tablespoon 
beef stock base; 2 cups sliced carrots; 
4 medium onions, quartered; 2 cups 
sliced green bell peppers; Rosemary 
Dumplings. 

Saute beef in butter in large heavy 
pot. Combine red wine, water, Beau 
Monde, thyme, rosemary, garlic pow- 
der and beef base. Let stand 10 min- 
utes. Add to browned beet; cover and 
simmer one hour. Add vegetables and 
simmer % hour longer. Remove cover, 
pushing meat to center of pan. Drop 
Rosemary Dumplings by teaspoontuls 
into pan juices around outer edge.

tinely sliced celery; 4 cup finely diced 
pared carrots; ‘4 cup finely sliced 
green onion; % cup sliced radishes; “4 
cup finely chopped parsley; % cup 
cooked peas; 1 teaspoon seasoned 
pepper; 3 medium tomatoes.
